13.  (SBU)  Ambassador  Higgie  also  included  with  the  letter  a 
newsletter  on  counter-terrorism  that  included  information 
on  the  PSI,  which  was  prepared  for  senior  security 
officials  in  Pacific  Island  countries,  and  which  was 
distributed  at  the  inaugural  meeting  of  the  Pacific 
Islands  Forum  Working  Group  on  Counter-Terrorism  that  took 
place  in  Auckland  in  June.  We  are  faxing  a copy  of  the 
newsletter  to  EAP/ANP. 

14.  (SBU)  Ambassador  Higgie  comments  that  "as  our  Pacific 
Forum-wide  counter-terrorism  exercise  rolls  out  over  the 
coming  months,  we  will  be  looking  for  further 
opportunities  to  raise  the  profile  of  PSI  with  our 
regional  neighbors."  She  has  said  she  will  keep  us 
informed  of  any  developments .
